therance of this altogether im-Arnerican movement. • Afler 
taking their stand solidly against this unworthy project Ihe 
leaders say: 


"It is not our purpose to discuss (he candidates or the prin- 


ciples and achievements of any political party. 
We differ in 


our political affiliations, but we arc agreed in condemning any 
appeal for voles, whether to Jews or to members of any other 
race or creed, as such. We regard such methods as an insult 
to (he intelligence of the voters who are sought lo be influ- 
enced by them, and as tending to degrade them politically. We 
desire to emphasize (he fact lhal the American Jews regard 
their citizenship as a sacred possession and resent as a reflec- 
tion upon (heir manhood the intimation that they c-an be in- 
fluenced in the exercise of Ihe right of suffrage'by any consid- 
erations which do not apply equally lo all of their fellow citi- 
zens." 
' 


That is well said. 
This paper has more than once made 


plain its position on any apd all attempts lo bunch American 
voters on any ground whatever except (he ground of public i 
policy as Ihey sec it, and ii is proud of (he action taken by Ihei 
Jewish leaders who so promptly and emphatically repudiate a 
movement so wholly unworthy of any class of citizens. The 
movement is, as these leaders say, an insult to tlie intelligence 
of the Jewish voters of'the country,' who may be trusted lo 
resent it as (hey should. It will be a sorry day for this country 
if its politics is ever invaded by racial and religious prejudice, 
and all attempts to promote anything of the sort should be 
promptly frowned down. 


J do not think that Hie eight hour law will prove as popular as generally 


believed. 
It certainly will not be popular among the agriculturists and many 


oilier classes of labor. The great majority of disinterested people regard il as 
a dangerous precedent to have any legislation affecting capital and labor de- 


termined by such arbitrary methods, es|teclally where the welfare of Ihe coni- 
munlly Is Jeopardized.
